.creditor as an intruder' and enemy, 
while in fact<he is a joint owner and 
special partner and i-s entitled to a share 
in the prope-rty. in accordance with the 
terms of agreement. Prof. Ross fur- 
ther remarks that "When we say a dol- 
lar ought to be honest, ought to -be-con- 
stant in- purchasing power, we mean in 
general purchasing power; we mean 
that if you make a bill of. goods con- 
taining forty or fifty different items of 
the various staples of commerce and 
this bill of go.ods costs $2000 at one time, 
that year after year $2000 ought to go 
just as far and no further in getting 
that bill of goods." This proposition 
involves that supply and demand for 
each a-nd -all of the forty or fifty items 
shall be relatively uniform, and tuat no 
improvements in methods and -costs of 
production shall take place—a proposi- 
tion contrary to ail experience; or else
